SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - The 
National Guard said today that it had sent 
some of its 1,500 troops home after 
weekend rain showers dampened the 
spirits 
of demonstrators 
at the Uni­ 
versity of California campus here. 
A spokesman for the National Guard 
said he expected the remainder of the 
troops to be removed during the day. He 
would not release any figures. 
Of the 1,500 troops, 
1,000 were dis­ 
patched Friday to the campus and the 
adjacent 
community of Isla Vista. The 
other men were held in reserve. 
“ They have been tapering off for the 
last 
24 hours,” Chief Warrant Officer 
Erik Petersen said. “ They are being 
phased out.” 
Lt. Col. Andrew G. Wolf Jr. added, 
“ Things were quiet last night. It is an­ 
ticipated that if things remain that way, 
the remaining elements will be removed 
sometime today.” 
The sheriff’s office said that 120 
arrests had been made since Tuesday 
night. At least 
68 of the persons taken 
into custody were students and 31 were 
still in custody today. 
In addition to the 1,000 National Guards­ 
men. 
200 law officers also were sent 
into the area Friday. 
Five persons were arrested Sunday 
night, although there were no outbreaks 
of violence. Four of the five were charg­ 
ed 
with curfew 
violations and the 
other on possession of a deadly weapon, 
a knife. 
The Isla Vista 
business 
district 
was calm 
following last week’s vio­ 
lence, which included the burning of a 
$275,000 Bank of America branch, scat­ 
tered 
window breaking and scuffling 
with law officers. 
Campus officials reported that dis­ 
turbed parents took 300 to 400 students 
away from the campus Friday and Sat­ 
urday. 
Thirty-fwir officers have been injured 
since the trouble began and 10 demon­ 
strators suffered’ injuries. A university 
employe was 
shot in the shoulder by a 
campus guard who believed he was try­ 
ing to run a roadblock. 
The National Guard moved 1,000 men 
into the area Friday night after Gov. 
Ronald Reagan declared a state of emer­ 
gency. Santa Barbara 
County super­ 
visors ordered a dusk - to - dawn cur­ 
few and it was extended to the school 
campus. 
Stewart Slavin, a United Press Inter­ 
national 
newsman, 
was

Saturday by sheriff’s deputies wiin no 
charges filed against him after he was 
arrested Friday night for allegedly vio­ 
lating the loitering law. 
Slavin was held for 20 hours and not 
allowed to make a telephone call despite 
repeatedly identifying himself and show­ 
ing his press credentials.

NEW YORK (UPD - President Nixon 
decided to fly to New York today to per­ 
sonally offer his “ apologies and re­ 
grets” to indignant French President 
Georges Pompidou for pro-Israeli dem­ 
onstrations the visiting leader has en­ 
countered in America. 
Nixon 
telephoned Pompidou Sunday 
night as the French president seriously 
considered cancelling his two day visit 
to New York today and Tuesday because 
of the noisy demonstrations against him 
Saturday night in Chicago, White House 
Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said in 
Washington. 
The President then decided this mor­ 
ning to follow up his phone call with a 
trip to New York “ tounderline the deep­ 
ening and improving relations between 
France and the United States,” Ziegler 
said. He was expected to arrive late in the 
afternoon. 
Nixon will attend a dinner in Pompi­ 
dou’s 
honor 
given 
by New York’s 
Franco - American organizations at the 
Waldorf - Astoria Hotel. Vice president 
Spiro T. Agnew had been scheduled to 
represent the United States. 
“ It looks like Pompidou will be less 
insulted this way,” a member of the din­ 
ner staff said. 
Pompidou 
avoided the first batch of 
demonstrators 
awaiting him on his ar­ 
rival at United Nations headquarters at 
mid - day by entering the Secretariat 
building 
for a luncheon with Secretary 
General 
Thant through the garage. 
Jewish organizations,

had decided not to come. 
Pompidou 
talked to Jewish leaders in 
Chicago Saturday before the demonstra­ 
tions and assured them France was not 
“ anti-Semitic.” 


Wexler, 
president of B ’nai B ’rith, 
said the delegation had traveled to New 
York from all over the country 
after 
Pompidou accepted their invitation to 
a meeting 10 days ago. He called the can­ 
cellation an “ afront” to American Jews.

desia proclaimed itself a reimblii to­ 
day and Premier 
Ian Smith said th« 
conduct of the United States would riiuki 
or break the international

embargo imposed against his white-riii- 
nority government. 
To the a()plause of some members of 
a visiting American journalists < ontln- 
gent, 
Smith lectured the United States 
against lowering its own racial 
bar­ 
riers too quickly and interiireted 1 res­ 
ident Nixon’s 
recent foreign |>oli» y 
blueprint as {xitting racial equality 
In 
correct persjiective. 
Rhodesia 
declared Itself independent 
of Britain in November, 1065, 
with a 
quarter milion whites governing 4.5 mil­ 
lion 
blacks, but it maintained formal 
loyalty to Queen Elizabeth until a minute 
past midnight today. 
“ When we asked the Queen to accept 
us as an independent state, British poli­ 
ticians 
told her to answer no, and we 
then 
became a de facto 
republic,” 
Smith told the party of 41 U.S. news­ 
men. 
“ All that 
lias happened now is that 
Rhodesia lias been turned into a de jure 
(legal) republic.” 
Clifford Du Pont 
was named acting president. 
Asked whether he saw any chance of a 
breakthrough in the economic embargo

Just about every Republican 
leader in California attended 
the party’s semiannual conven­ 
tion during the weekend except 
one-State 
Senate 
President 
Pro Tern Jack Schrade. 
The San Diego Republican 
had promised to speak to the 
1,000 delegates Sunday mori>* 
ing. But 45 minutes before his 
scheduled appearance, the con­ 
troversial senate leader sent 
word 
he 
was 
talking 
with 
students in Santa Barbara. 
“ This morning I am having 
breakfast with students from 
the University (of California),” 
Schrade said in a telegram. 
“ I’m sorry that I cannot be 
with you today and call upon 
you 
to exercise 
your good 
judgment 
in 
supporting the 
governor and all that he is 
trying to do to bring law and 
order back to California.” 
Many delegates and party 
leaders 
had 
hoped 
Schrade 
would “ clear the air” about his 
attitude 
toward Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s programs 
and the 
Republican Party. 
Some Democratic Senators 
have reported Schrade prom­ 
ised them favoritism in next 
years reapportionment oflegis- 
lative districts in exchange for 
their 
votes 
in overthrowing 
former Senate Leader Howard 
Way. 
Way had worked closely with 
Reagan in drafting the adminis­ 
tration’s 
$645 
million 
tax 
revision program, which in­ 
cludes income tax withholding. 
Schrade has said he opposes 
withholding. 
Way, who attended the entire 
three-day meeting and received 
larger 
ovations than anyone 
except Reagan, said “ the place 
for the pro tern was at this 
convention of Republicans. 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Robert 
Monagan of Tracy, who also 
attended the entire convention, 
added, “ normally the president 
pro tern should be here.” 
One of Schrade’s supporters, 
Sen. 
H. 
L. 
Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, said the San Diegan 
wanted to obtain “ first hand 
knowledge” 
about 
the Santa 
Barbara riots. 
He noted Schrade is second in 
line to become governor after 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Ed 
Reinecke—if 
something 
should 
happen to 
Reagan. 
Asked for a comment about 
Schrade’s 
acceptance 
of 
a 
$5,000 
lobbyist-donated cam­ 
paign contribution three years 
before his next election, Rich­ 
ardson replied: “ I’d rather talk 
about Santa Barbara.” 
Three district attorneys are 
investigating 
the 
payment, 
which came while Schrade was 
vice chairman of a committee 
considering a bill the lobby was 
pushing.

Sunday, morning in his north­ 
west Washington home. He was 
pronounced dead at 12:08 p.m.

Congressional 
career that spanned 9 terms, 
Utt became known as a foe of 
the United Nations, an implac* 
ble anti-communist and a critic 
of organized labor.

University of California admi­ 
nistrators must take stronger 
stands against violence, or the 
regents will have no choice but

“ The 
university is not a 
democracy. It cannot be,” the 
governor 
said Sunday 
in a 
television 
interview 
(KFIX 
“ Newsmaker ’0’’). “ Those in 
charge 
have 
to 
lay 
down 
certain rules and regulations.” 
Reagan blamed the recent 
rioting at UC Santa Barbara on 
“ street people using guerrilla 
tactics 
to arouse misguided 
allies.” 
He 
said, 
“ They’re 
constantly seeking an issue that 
can arouse students emotionally 
and get them to believe that it 
is an issue that affects them.” 
The governor declared a state 
o* emergency in the Isla Vista 
area near the campus Friday 
and ordered in 1,000 National 
Guard troops following three 
nights of violence that saw a 
branch of the Bank of America 
burned to the ground and 136 
demonstrators arrested. 
Campus demonstrators have 
shifted from “ mass confronta­ 
tion and mass arrests” tactics 
to “ guerrilla tactics — fire 
bombings and sniping,” Reagan 
said. 
“ We could find them harder 
to deal with and much more 
vicious than the old tactics,” 
said the governor, who com­ 
mended law enforcement agen­ 
cies for their handling of the 
demonstrations at Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
In another series of questions, 
Reagan blasted the recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision outlaw­ 
ing residency requirements for 
welfare recipients for bringing 
an “ influx of new people” onto 
the state welfare rolls. 
He said his administration is 
working 
to 
reduce 
welfare 
administration costs, and would 
probably submit a request to 
federal officials for a waiver of 
regulations in order to try an 
experimental welfare plan in 
the state.

candidacy March 10

formally announce his candida­ 
cy for re-election March 10, 
then embark on a statewide 
tour to spell out his platform 
and 
raise

campaign. 
Reagan let the cat out of the 
bag 
about his plans at the 
Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee’s semi-annual conven­ 
tion. 
Asked about his re-election 
plans Saturday during a ques­ 
tion and answer session follow­ 
ing a luncheon speech, Reagan 
replied: 
“ I am going to have to rely 
on my old television experience 
of years ago to answer that.

The two-inch long glass tube 
containing 2.3 grams of the 
gray moon gravel disappeared 
from a pedestal while hundreds 
of guests were enjoying a $100 
a plate buffet on a floor below. 
A NASA spokesman at the 
Space Center in Houston said 
public display of lunar material 
must be cleared through the 
agency. He said their records 


did not indicate such a request 
had been made.

Doheny Eye Foundation by the 
Institute of Geophysics at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, where it was being 
studied by Dr George Weather- 
fill along with other portions 
assigned to scientists by NASA.

revision plan would give the 
typical owner of a $20,000 home 
a 26 per cent property tax cut. 
Homeowners would be eligi­ 
ble 
for 
property 
tax 
cuts 
ranging from 10 to 33.6 per cent 
under the plan drafted by the 
finance department for submis­ 
sion to the legislature. 
The figures are based on 
ownership of a home with an 
assessed valuation of $4.750 and 
worth about $20,000. 
The governor's proposal could 
give tax rate reduction as high 
as an average of 31 per cent in 
Stanislaus, Tulare and Yuba 
counties. 
The percentage of 
reduction could be as little as 9 
per cent in tiny Mono County in 
eastern California. 
The proposed percentage of 
property 
tax 
reduction 
a 
homeowner would receive is 
based on these ingredients: The 
tax rate of the local schoo’ 
district, state aid to counties 
for welfare and a proposed 
increase in the homeowners’ 
tax exemption. 
A one-cent increase in the 
five-cent on the dollar sales tax 
also is included in Reagan’s tax 
revision plan. (The effect of 
this 
is not included in the 
department’s property tax re­ 
duction calculations.) 
Reagan would increase the 
homeowners’ exemption from 
$750 to $1,000 and provide a 20 
per 
cent 
reduction 
in 
the 
assessed value after the exemp­ 
tion is claimed. 


Aid 
to counties would be 
substantially increased under 
Reagan’s p’an to help pay for 
welfare and the state’s Medical 
Care program for the needy. 
Reagan also proposes an aid 
equalization system for schools 
under which wealthy districts 
would help contribute to the 
support of poorer districts.

County taxpayer costs as a 
result of the riots in the past 
month in Isla Vista and on the 
UC Santa Barbara campus won’t 
be fully known for about a week, 
but they could be “ enormous,”

sources say. 
Directly and indirectly the bill 
could run into1‘several hundred 
thousand dollars,” it is felt. 
They will involve these costs: 
—Hospitalization 
and other 
medical costs for scores of 
peace officers injured during 
the 
melees 
with 
‘‘street 
people” 
and 
militant young 
UCSB students during the me­ 
lees in Isla Vista following 
an allegedly ‘‘inflammatory” 
speech on campus to students 
by William Künstler, attorney 
for the Chicago seven. 
-Overtime 
expenses 
in­ 
curred by large numbers of 
sheriffs officers who worked 
on 12-hours on, 12-hours off 
basis, and even longer shifts 
at times, giving up days off 
and even vacation periods in 
calls back to duty to help quell 
the uprisings in the university 
area of Goleta Valley. 
—Heavy damages to a dozen 
or more police vehicles and 
transport buses, and replace 
ment of two units burned by 
rampaging youths, who tossed 
concrete fragments, jugs, rocks 
and bottles at the cars.

Riot, welfare costs expected 


to add millions to county budget 


The 
new wave of violence 
which has swept Isla Vista and 
the UC Santa Barbara campus 
in recent weeks, on the heels 
of recent high court decisions 
which are resulting in influx of 
welfare cases into the county, 
will be enough to add millions 
of dollars alone to the 1970-71 
county budget, it was learned 
today. 
Sheriff James W. Webster, 
whose budget for his sheriff- 
coroner department and county 
detention 
facilities went up 
about 
half a million this year 
to almost 
$4 • million total, 
is requesting 119 
additional 
positions for the coming fiscal 
year. 
County Welfare Department 
costs 
are expected to zoom 
about $4.5 million to a new all- 
time high of about $22.5 mil­ 
lion, if current requests are 


granted. And they usually are, 
because of State Department 
of Social Welfare controls over 
county budgets. 
Seventy-five 
added 
positions are sought. 
The 
county’s 
tab of this 
would be about $4.4 million, 
a relatively small portion of the 
total welfare bill, but repre­ 
senting about 73 cents on the 
tax rate. 
Soaring 
law 
enforcement 
costs are another matter. They 
are entirely absorbed by the 
county’s tax monies. 


More than 2,000 new welfare 
clients 
are expected 
to be 
drawing county, state and fed­ 
eral 
allotments in this county 
by 
late this year, 
following 
new court decisions eliminat­ 
ing the year’s 
residency re­ 
quirement 
for welfare reci­ 
pients. 


CHP sergeant enters sheriff race 


Taxpayers' 
group raps 
CD action 


A County Taxpayers’ Assn. 
official today expressed “ dis­ 
appointment” that the Board 
of Supervisors has not seen fit 
to implement a recommendation 
last fall of the association to 
transfer 
county civil defense 
functions and resources to the 
office of Sheriff James W. Web­ 
ster. 
Col. 
Richard Temple, 
as­ 
sociation spokesman, 
said he 
felt activation of that 
recom­ 
mendation would have helped 
“ considerably” in enabling the 
sheriff’s 
department 
to have 
gotten more forces and fund­ 
ing quicker in dealing with the 
“ street people” and students 
linked with the Isla Vista riots 
that resulted in destruction of a 
bank and a half dozen realty of­ 
fices, brought injuries to more 
than 
60 persons, arrests to 
over 100 others, and resulted in 
calling in of the National Guard. 


Col. Temple strongly indicat­ 
ed he may bring the matter up 
again before the county super­ 
visors, in the light of what hap­ 
pened at Isla Vista. 


“ There are resources in the 
civil defense office which pre­ 
sumably are not being used by 
the sheriff’s office,” he de­ 
clared. 
He also felt, he said, 
that the civil defense organi­ 
zational structure couldbe uti­ 
lized as a civil disasters unit 
under the sheriff better than 
what is being done now. 


“ We 
didn’t 
hear anything 
about civil defense in the Isla 
Vista 
riots,” he said. “ Bat­ 
tling the rioters seemed 
to 
have been entirely a law and 
order affair, while the matter 
seemed to be going 
beyond 
that stage.”

on I.V. arrests 


The county has two county 
jails — and is using them both 
to handle campus and Isla Vista 
demonstrators arrested in the 
past four weeks in connection 
with violence in and about the 
UC 
Santa Barbara campus. 


Sheriff’s officers said the 
new 
$3.2 
million jail, 
with 
capacity for more than 
400 
prisoners, was first used this 
week 
to house and process 
young 
prisoners nabbed dur­ 
ing the rioting in Isla Vista. 


More than 
40 students and 
“ street people” from 
Isla 
Vista went behind bars there, 
even though the new jail in Go­ 
leta Valley hasn’t been dedicat­ 
ed and probably won’t be of­ 
ficially opened until May. 
A 
spokesman for Sheriff 
James W. Webster's 
office 
explained that the new jail — on 
Santa Barbara County Hospital 
property — north of U.S. 101, 
was found to be a convenient fa­ 
cility, as Isla Vista and the UC 
campus are only a few miles 
away. 


The outmoded courthouse jail 
— which will be converted into 
county office space eventually 
— is in the heart of Santa Bar­ 
bara some 14 miles from Isla 
Vista.

with university students 
and Isla Vista “ street people” 
in the destructive riots which 
made a shambles of the Isla 
Vista business district Wed­ 
nesday and Thursday nights, re­ 
sulting in a calling of the Na­ 
tional Guard. 
Sgt. Frank Loper, 45, of 1264 
Refugio Road, Santa Ynez, who 
has 15 years of law 
enforce­ 
ment 
experience and who is 
presently a sergeant with the 
California Highway Patrol as­ 
signed to the Buellton office, has 
announced his candidacy for the 
office of sheriff - coroner of 
Santa Barbara County. 
Loper, 
a native of Ohio, 
holds a degree in law enforce­ 
ment, is a graduate of the Cali­ 
fornia College of Mortuary Sci­ 
ence, formerly served as a pa­ 
trol 
inspector with the U.S. 
Border Patrol, holds a teach­ 
ing credential in police science 
and was the recipient of an “ Ad­ 
vance Certificate” award by 
the Commission of Peace Of­ 
ficer Standards and Training — 
the highest certificate given by 
the commission. 
A veteran of World War II, 
he served in combat for three 
years with the U.S. Navy and was

This statement comes from 
Miss Barbara

of Isla Vista, former Santa Bar­ 
bara City College student who 
later enrolled atUC Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Miss Dodson said the night 
of the burning of the Bank of 
America branch building in Isla 
Vista and destruction of realty 
offices 
she saw a number of 
youngsters of high school age 
gathering with the older per­ 
sons. 
Swayed by activist leaders, 
they would “ charge a police 
car without knowing what they 
were doing or why,” she said. 
The fact that youths below 
college age were taking part in 
the violent demonstrations was 
confirmed by several veteran 
peace officers. “ Many of those 
kids were real young,” said 
one, 
“ definitely high school 
age.” 
Some said they had come 
“ to see the action,” another 
officer declared.

The Lompoc City Council will 
hear reports on the fencing of 
the Miguelito flood control chan­ 
nel in the area of Olive Avenue, 
and a proposed program for the 
repair of sidewalks and curbs 
and gutters when it meets in reg­ 
ular session 
Tuesday, 7:30 
p.m., at City Hall. 
James Stubchaer, chief ad­ 
ministrator of the Santa Bar­ 
bara 
County Flood Control 
District, is expected to attend 
the meeting and discuss the pos­ 
sibility of fencing the north side 
of the Miguelito Channel adja­ 
cent to Olive Avenue. 
The Council 
had asked City 
Attorney James Longtin to in­ 
vestigate procedures for get­ 
ting the channel fenced be< aus< 
of the construction of a new 
school in the area and the fact 
children will soon be traveling 
through the area. 
In a written report to the 
Council Longtin states he has 
already 
discussed the matter 
with Stubchaer and was told 
“ the matter of fencing the chan­ 
nel boils down to a question of 
practicability and funds.” 
Longtin said Stubchaer also 
stated that the area 
under 
construction for fencing is not 
considered dangerous because 
the channel has gently slo{>- 
ing sides, and the time of year 
when there is water in the chan­ 
nel is very short. 
Longtin reported that should 
the flood control district decide 
not to fence the area 
there 
are two methods available by 
which the city < ould do the job 
itself. 
The city could construct the 
fence on district 
easement 
through a joint powers agree­ 
ment with the district, or the 
city could construct the fence 
on other public easements ad­ 
jacent to the channel. 
Public Works Director Ken 
Dawson will present a program 
for starting to work immedi­ 
ately on repairing sidewalks 
and curbs and gutters.

N EW Y O R K —(N E A )—Pete Maravich and Bob Lanier 
lead an all-senior group on the 1970 N EA All-American 
college basketball team. 
Maravich and Lanier were unanimous choices in a poll 
of the 14 National Basketball Association coaches as con­ 
ducted by Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Maravich, 6-foot-5, 195-pound guard from Louisiana State 
University, and Lanier, 6-11, 270, from St. Bonaventure, 
are joined on the first team by Charlie Scott, 6-5. 170, from 
North Carolina; Rick Mount, 6-4. 180. from Purdue; Dan 
Issel, 6-8, from Kentucky, and Rudy Tomjanovich, 6-7, 
from Michigan. 
The reason for six players is that Issel and Tom janovich 
tied for the fifth spot with six votes each. 
The lone repeaters from last year’s star team are M ara­ 
vich and Mount. 
Only Maravich has made the team in each of his three 
varsity seasons. Wearing the same shabby gray socks he 
has worn in each of those seasons, and in several seasons 
before that, he continued scoring over 40 points a game 
and, in late January, broke Oscar Robertson’s career scor­ 
ing total. 
Recently, Maravich and Issel demonstrated to a national 
television audience why they are so deserving of the All- 
American honor. Maravich scored 64 points in the game 
and Issel countered with 51, as Kentucky won 
Scott, of course, is known to the nation as one of the 
stars on the undefeated United States Olympic basketball 
team which won the Gold Medal at Mexico City in 1968. 
Tomjanovich moved up from his place on last year’s 
second team All-America. 
About Lanier. Philadelphia 76er coach Jack Ramsay 
said, “ He has all the ability to be one of the best big men 
in pro basketball history.” 
Lanier’s talents did not escape the views of some of the 
NBA players. After Lanier led the Bonnies to the Holiday 
Festival title this Christmas at Madison Square Garden, 
New York Knick star Cazzie Russell, a former N EA All- 
American himself, said. “ Lanier could hold his own in our 
league right now. His moves around the basket and his 
shooting touch are much better than Alcindor’s.” 
The coaches, of course, had to rely to an extent on the 
information and advice of their scouts And this is the way 
one scout analyzed Maravich: “ I ’ve never seen a player 
who can do more things than Maravich. If he and Alcindor 
were on the same team, they’d dominate the game for the 
next 10 years,” said Tom Nissalke of the Milwaukee Bucks. 
Some of last year’s N EA All-Americans have already 
made their marks in the pro game. Alcindor. of course, 
and Spencer Haywood, now with Denver of the ABA. is the 
league’s top scorer and rebounder, and Jo-Jo White, who 
joined the Boston Celtics late because of military obliga­ 
tions, is now scoring 20 points a game. 
Scott was the third best vote-getter this year, with Mount 
fourth.

Man's Travel into Space

Employment opportunities 
for astronomers should be 
excellent during the 1970s. 
The outlook is for rapid 
growth in this small profes­ 
sion, but the number of job 
openings will not be large. 
Relatively few college stu­ 
dents are expected to re­ 
ceive advanced degrees in 
astronomy, h o w e v e r , so 
those who do should have 
excellent employment pros­ 
pects. 
Among factors increasing 
the demand for astronomers 
is the progress of the space 
age. 
Astronomers will be 
needed to analyze data col­ 
lected by rockets and space­ 
craft. 
They also will plan 
and direct astronomical ob­ 
servations 
carried 
out 
by 
equipment in space vehicles. 
Increased research activi­ 
ties in astronomy by educa­ 
tional 
institutions, 
govern­ 
ment and industry will add 
to the demand. Recently, the 
growth of federal govern­ 
ment-sponsored research at 
educational institutions and 
observatories (for astronom­ 
ical research and for new 
buildings, observatories and 
equipment), has o p e n e d 
many new positions. 
The 
most favorable op­ 
portunities 
f o r 
w o m e n 
astronomers will be in re­ 
search positions in govern­ 
ment agencies and in the 
larger observatories. 
Astronomers study celes­ 
tial bodies to determine their 
sizes, shapes, surface temp­ 
eratures. chemical composi­ 
tion and motions. They also 
study the ga^es and dust be­ 
tween them. 
They compute the positions 
of the planets, calculate the 
orbits of comets, asteroids 
and artificial satellites, and 
make statistical studies of 
stars and galaxies. 
Astronomers also study the 
size and shape of the earth 
and the properties of its 
upper 
atmosphere. 
Astro­ 
nomical 
observations 
a r e 
valuable to navigation and 
the accurate measurement 
of time. 
Astronomers usually spe­ 
cialize in one of the many 
branches of the science, 
In astrophysics. they apply 
physical laws to stellar at­ 
mospheres and interiors. 
Some astronomers work in 
in the f i e l d of celestial 
m echanics. one of the oldest 


fields of astronomy but one 
of new importance. It deals, 
in part, with the motions of 
objects in the solar system, 
and involves the calculation 
of the orbits of spacecraft 
and artificial earth satellites 
and the p a t h s of ballistic 
missiles. 
Radio astronomy 
is the 
study, by means of radio tele­ 
scopes of extraordinary sen­ 
sitivity, of the source and 
nature of c e 1 e s t i a 1 radio 
waves. And there are other 
specialties. 
The 
federal 
government 
employed 
several 
hundred 


astronomers in 1967, at the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration, 
the 
U. S. Naval Observatory and 
the U.S. N a v a l Research 
Laboratory. 
A 
growing 
number 
of 
astronomers were employed 
in private industry, mostly 
by firms in the aircraft, mis­ 
sile and spacecraft field. A 
few astronomers worked for 
museums and planetariums. 
In e a r 1 y 1967. beginning 
astronomers with a doctor­ 
ate degree were eligible to 
enter 
federal 
government 
service at a salary of $10,- 
481 or $11.306 a year, depend­ 
ing on their college record. 
Astronomers with bachelors’ 
degrees could start at $6.387 
or $7,729 a year; those with 
bachelors’ degrees and some 
graduate study could begin 
at $7,729 or $9,001. 
Average starting salaries 
tor instructors of astronomy 
in colleges and universities 
ranged from about $7,000 to 
$9,500 in 1967. Some full pro­ 
fessors earn over $20.000 a 
year. 
Astronomers in education­ 
al 
institutions 
often 
earn 
extra i n c o m e by writing 
books and articles, lecturing 
or consulting. 
U n d e r g r a d u a t e 
cur* 
riculums leading to a bache­ 
lor’s degree in astronomy 
are offered by relatively few 
schools. In 1966. only about 
45 colleges and universities 
offered such a degree.

That Home Improvement' 
May Well Be Obsolescence

Whether you are buying a 
new house or remodeling the 
old one, you ought to be 
aware of one pitfall seldom 
mentioned in magazines and 
books about 
building. 
It’s 
called “ obsolescence.’’ 


Chances are you think you 
u n d e r s t a n d the term al­ 
ready. Obsolescence is what 
happens to a 1970 Ford, for 
example, when the ’71 mod­ 
els a p p e a r . But obsoles­ 
cence in houses is a special 
thing and hard to define. 


Appraisers use the term to 
apply to some element that 
is 
found 
undesirable, 
and 
age has nothing to do with it.

Even a brand-new house can 
suffer from obsolescence in 
the eyes of an appraiser. 


P r o b a b l y the quality is 
best described as something 
about the b u i l d i n g that 
added to its cost but detracts 
from its value because it 
turns most buyers off. 


The easiest way to visual­ 
ize obsolescence is to run 
t h r o u g h a few examples 
cited by a professional ap­ 
praiser in an article written 
for a magazine circulated 
among mortgage lenders: 


Window M o d e r n e—This 
little item was a bay window 
installed in a b r i e k-and- 
stone, three-bedroom house 


built on a 50-foot lot. The ap­ 
praiser didn’t object to the 
idea of a bay window, but he 
did object to this treatment. 


It was made up of 75 sepa­ 
rate 4x6-inch panes of glass. 


Not only is such a window 
e x p e n s i v e to install but 
washing, 
painting 
and re­ 
placing 75 panes where there 
could have been five would 
discourage many b u y e r s , 
thus driving down the price. 


Instant Bedroom—Here an 
overeager 
home 
improver 
took too literally the maxim 
that adding another bedroom 
adds value. He raised one 
end of the roof on his three- 
bedroom home and added a 
fourth. 


Unfortunately, he had to 
remove the closets from two 
original bedrooms to provide 
space for a passageway into 
the new one. Also, the awk­ 
wardness of the raised roof 
turned the house into an es­ 
thetic eyesore. 


Suburban Cathedral—This 
was a big. multilevel house 
in which e x t r e m e design 
(complete with flying but­ 
tresses) 
clashed 
with 
the 
small 
and 
more 
s e d a t e 
homes in the neighborhood. 


The house was given away 
as 
the 
grand 
prize 
in a 
county charity raffle. The 
winner took one look and of­ 
fered the house for sale. He 
managed 
to 
sell 
it 
three 
years later at a price far 
less than its cost. 


There were other exam­ 
ples cited, but I think you 
get the idea. No matter how 
sound the basic property, it 
is possible to diminish its 
market value through the 
addition of odd, unlovely or 
bizarre improvements. 


So if you feel you must 
have a gilded cupola astride 
your ridgepole, 
go ahead. 
But when you are estimating 


the 
resale 
value 
of your 
house, better deduct the cu­ 
pola's cost instead of add­ 
ing it.

Three ’copters 


lost in Vietnam

SAIGON 
(UPI)—The 
U.S. 
Command announced today the 
losses of three more helicopt­ 
ers to guerrilla ground fire, 
bringing the number of’copters 
shot down in the Vietnam war to 
1,500. 
In Saigon, 10-man Viet Cong 
unit 
attacked 
a 
suburban 
militia outpost 
in the first 
ground assault in the city in 
four months. Five government 
defenders 
were 
wounded 
in 
throwing back the probe, killing 
two of the attackers. 
Headquarters 
said 
seven 
Americans were killed and six 
wounded in the losses of the 
three helicopters Friday. In 
addition to the 1,500 ’copters 
shot down, 1,924 have been lost 
in shelling attacks or because 
of breakdowns, spokesmen said. 
All six GIs aboard one of the 
downed helicopters were killed 
when it went down 115 miles 
southwest 
of Saigon 
in the 
Mekong Delta. 
Another American died and 
three 
were 
wounded in the 
downing 
of 
an 
observation 
helicopter 90 miles southwest of 
the 
capital, 
and three U.S. 
soldiers were wounded when 
their 
’copter went down 10 
miles southwest of Hue on the 
northern coast. 
The number of helicopters 
shot down hit the landmark 
1,500 figure nine years and two 
months after the U.S. Com­ 
mand began keeping a tally of 
the losses on Jan. 1, 1961.

Cops as profs 


A novel approach to giving students a better concept of the 
basics of law and order has been undertaken by the police de­ 
partments of four Northern California communities. 
What 
makes the program unusual is its premise that teaching students 
‘‘at the most impressionable age” — kindergarten through 
third grade — will make them better citizens in tomorrow’s 
society. 
Classes are conducted by volunteer officers from the Daly 
City, San Bruno, 
South San Francisco and Millbrae police 
departments. Police coloring books, a certificate to hang on 


the wall, and a demonstration of police cars and equipment are 
all part of the course taught by the officers. 
While discussions usually concern their uniform, job, duty 
and family, the policemen 
always 
try to emphasize the im­ 
portance of safety rules and the proper respect for parents 
and teachers, community, and law and order. 
Hopefully the program will speed the day when students and 
police will work with each other rather than in conflict. It de­ 
serves local support and could well be adopted by other com­ 
munities.

Whereas in I960 at least 22 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation — 40 million persons — earned less than what today 
is held to be the poverty line, in 1968 the figures were down 
to 12 per cent and 25 million.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Developers press on 


EVERGLADES NATIONAL PARK - 
It was a famous victory. And how much 
authority it took, right up to the White 
House, to save this unique natural won­ 
der from the developers is a measure 
of the threat everywhere to all that re­ 
mains of the American heritage. 


The 
Dade 
County 
port 
authority 
had 
already put $13,000,- 
000 
into 
the 
pro­ 
posed jetport. A train­ 
ing 
strip had been 
built. 
Estimates 
of 
the 
eager 
develop- 
t 


ers were for a sat­ 
ellite complex around 
the port of at least a 
million inhabitants. 
Certainly, it would have meant the end 
of the park and most of the rare and van­ 
ishing bird and marine species shel­ 
tering in this last refuge. The sonic 
boom, the pollutants in the air and wat­ 
er, 
all the pressures of an enveloping 
city almost as 
large as Miami, would 
have 
meant doom. So the conserva­ 
tionists 
in and out of government went 
into battle. 
But, even though ecology and environ­ 
ment are the magic words of the mo­ 
ment, the outcome 
was so close that 
it took two cabinet officers and the pres­ 
ident to swing the balance. Nor can any­ 
one 
feel really assured so long as the 
jetport has not been relocated. Ardent 
conservationists feel that conceding the 
use of the training strip threatens the 
park. 
“ Don’t you forget it,” one of the fierc­ 
est of the developers said after the ver­ 
dict against the port, “ we’ve got our 
foot in the door and we’ re not going to 
stop. Don’t you think that those birds 
and those frogs down there have had the 
last word.” 
Man the polluter, the despoiler, man 
the builder who in his heedless building 
destroys the environment essential 
to 
life, has come close to the edge of the 
abyss. How close is evident in the strug­ 
gle to save another piece of the still- 
unspoiled wonder of water and island 
reefs so swiftly vanishing. 
Congress has authorized a Biscayne 
monument in Southern Biscayne Bay. 
In this area of 105,000 acres the goal 
is to preserve waters so clear that 
the ocean floor is plainly visible, the 
reefs as yet untouched by the bulldozer 
and the shoreline where the mangrove 
growth 
shelters a complex life essen­ 
tial to the balance between a productive 
marine growth and briny sterility. Along 
these reefs are some of the wrecked 
ships that went down when the bay was 
a passage for the Spanish treasure gal­ 
leons and British 
frigates of the 17th 
and 18th 
What has happened in Northern Bis­ 
cayne Bay is a dramatic object lesson. 
The water off Key Biscayne, the ultra­ 
rich 
resort where President Nixon has 
his $250,000 winter 
retreat, are al­ 
ready polluted. From Miami, 
Miami 
Beach, 
Coral Gables and the develop- 
ments springing up so fast along the 
coast a tide of half - treated sewage 
effluent and even raw sewage pours into 
the ocean. The drainage canals flowing

through Miami have a seven - or eight- 
foot layer of sewage and sludge. The wat­ 
ers around Key Biscayne were once un­ 
polluted and not so long ago. 
Land purchases of $10,000,000 for Bis­ 
cayne Monument have been made or com­ 
mitted, and the state of Florida has 
agreed to turn over the right to under­ 
water preserves. But the ceaseless op­ 
position of the builders and the land 
speculators can yet prevail. The unde­ 
veloped shore line of Southern Biscayne 
Bay is the hottest speculative proper­ 
ty in the country. European investors 
are said to be deep in this state, the 
third fastest 
growing in the nation, 
with an annual increase that has been 
as high as 5.8 per cent. 
One development of high - rise con- 
dominums 
on the shore of Northern 
Biscayne 
Bay would house eventually 
400,000. 
Another company of develop­ 
ers 
has acquired 
3,000 acres for a 
project almost 
as big. They would, of 
course, do away with the natural growth 
on the shore line and wall it off in con­ 
crete. 
A hopeful prospect 
is for a parkway 
down the north shore. It would leave the 
shore line untouched with construction 


permitted only on the landward side of 
the drive. If what has happened else­ 
where is a precedent the likelihood of 
adequate treatment for human waste is 
remote and, therefore, thé pollution of 
the 
bay becomes 
almost certain. 
Another serious 
source of pollution 
is the nuclear reactor power plant be- 
ing built by Florida Power and Light at 
Turkey Point, the site of a conventional 
fuel plant. If the company persists 
in 
discharging heated 
water into the bay 
tem peratures raised seven to eight de­ 
grees 
will overwhelm the delicate bal­ 
ance of marine life dependent on the 
commingling of fresh water and sea 
water in a king of seed bed that is the 
nutrient for both commercial and sport 
fishing. 
The plain truth is that there are just 
too many people 
crowding into this 
narrow strip of highly advertised sand, 
sun and sea. The developers, with the 
help of those eagerest of eager beav­ 
ers, the Army Corps of Engineers and 
their drainage 
canals, are pressing 
down on the boundaries of Everglades 
Park. 
To hold the line will take at 
least as much zeal 
as went into the 
fight against the jetport.
